Firstly, trucks and vans 
which have provisions for the 
store, have to enter ‘one way 
only,’ and the entrance is of- 
fically adjacent to the Infant 
Welfare Centre, both being at 
corners. Consequently, this is 
a road and safety hazard, 
caused when really big trucks 
try to get inte the driveway. 

“They are forced to go over 
onto the wrong side of the 
road to straighten up, and 
even then, finally finish up 
with the off-side wheels in 
the mud. 


“There is also still a great 
danger for the shoppers near 
the butcher’s. Even allowing

The deputation stated that 
two-thirds of McIntosh Road 
was sewered and asked when 
the remaining third would be 
done. Cr. H. Weaver said 
Board of Works developments 
were governed by available 
funds, but undertook to draw 
the matter to the Boards at- 
tention, 


The deputation said that 
Borrack Square shopping 
centre was now too small 
and parking had become im- 
possible during peak periods. 


Council said the present 
shopping area provided un- 
der the Town Plan was con- 
sidered satisfactory as far as 
the Council was concerned, 
but would keep in mind the 
briquette depot site for a 
possible additional shopping 
centre when the depot was 
moved. 


Cr. Sommers undertook to 
take the deputations com- 
plaint about inadequate train 
services up with the Railways 
Department. 


The deputation said it con- 
sidered the lighting was tot- 
ally inadequate in McIntosh 
Road, particularly after mid- 
night. The City Engineer, 
Mr. R. Simmons, said that 
Council policy was to place 
a light on every second pole. 
This was exceeded in Mcln- 
tosh Road, but he undertook 
to investigate the matter. 


The deputation said the 
rubbish collector was knock- 
ing bins around and at times 
Jeaving rubbish on nature 
strips. A case was cited 
when a woman had been 
abused for placing grass cut- 
tings in the bin which the 
collector had refused to take 
away. 


The deputation was advised 
to report any such incidents 
immediately to the Chief 
Health Inspector in future. 


The deputation advised 
that, in the early hours of the 
mornings, considerable noise 
was made by the sanitary 
contractor and bad language 
was being used. It was 
thought that there was no 
silencer on the sanitary truck. 
The deputation was advised 
to report further incidents 
immediately to the Chief 
Health Inspector. 

The deputation wanted to 
know why the bus services 
finished so early at night. 


Cr. Sommers said buses did 
not finish until midnight but 
after the peak hours oper- 
ated a limited service. At 
peak periods 12 to 15 buses 
operated to and from Foots- 
cray. He undertook to take 
the matter up with the pro- 
prietor of the service to see 
if any improvement could be 
affected, particularly on Sat- 
urday and Sunday nights. 

The deputation said that it 
was rumoured flats were to 
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be built in McIntosh Road. 





Council pointed out it had 
very stringent requirements 
which had to be met before 
flats could be erected and 
assured the deputation that 
if flats were erected they 
would blend in with the area. 

Council was unaware of an 
application at present for 
flats to be erected at the 
Millers Road end of McIntosh 
Road. There was nothing to 
prevent anyone from apply- 
ing to erect flats if the site 
met Council requirements. 

Cr. Grant pointed out that 
the residents were in an area 
subject to pollution problems. 
However, he could not recol- 
lect noting any complaint 
fram a resident in McIntosh 
Road in the Council’s register ; 
and suggested that com- 
plaints be phoned through to 
the Council's Health Depart- 
ment immediately any pollu- 
tion was apparent, 

Cr. Grant also pointed out 
that it was felt that the 
problem would be consider- 
ably reduced when the in- 
dustry concerned switched to 
natural gas. 

The deputation said that 
McIntosh Road was being 
used as a speedway creating 
many traffic hazards. It had 
been reported to the Police 
Traffic Branch and an inspec- 
tion had been carried out but 
nothing had been done since 
the inspection. 

The deputation was advised 
that this was a police mat- 
ter.

Points For 
Home Buyers 


STAMP DUTY 


The payment of stamp duty 
seems to be one of the points 
on which home buyers are 
not clear. 


Who is responsible for the 
stamp duty? “Definitely the 
purchaser, not the seller. 

Who actually pays the 
stamp duty? While the onus 
for payment is on the pur- 
chaser, the actual payment is 
usually made by a solicitor 
and the outgoing by the soli- 
citor in this regard is re- 
imbursed by the purchaser, 
.This method often leads to 
a purchaser having the mis- 
taken opinion that the legal 
fees are too high. 

In other words they group 
the reimbursements of stamp 
duty in “legal fees’ which of 
course is unfair. i 

If the solicitor did not pay 
the stamp duty, then the pur- 
chaser would have to pay it 
himself at more inconveni- 


lence than paying it through 


his solicitor. 

The seller does not have to 
Pay any stamp duty. It 
should be remembered how- 
ever, that he has already had 
his share of stamp duty when 
he bought the property in the 
first place, 

How is the stamp duty cal- 


B| culated? The stamp duty is 


payable on the consideration 
of the land and improvement.

Instead of the usual mixed 
Australiana, this historical 
museum tried to keep as 
much as possible to things 
pertaining to Williamstown 
district. : 

The history of this settle- 
ment began in 1835 when 
small sailing vessels from 
Tasmania arrived at Gelli- 
!brand’s Point to discharge 
stock. 

Williamstown was the 
cradle of the Victorian Navy, 
which had the honor to be 
the first naval force raised 
by an Australian colony, 

The first Colonial naval ves- 
Jsel was the ‘Victoria,”..fol- 
lowed by the “Cerberus” and 
the ‘‘Nelson,” and relics of 
these vessels can be found ‘in 
the Museum. : 

There are many models ‘of 
ships, pictures of early Wil- 
liamstown and sailing ships, 
a mural depicting early days 
with the Time Ball Tower, 
convict hulks and ‘Marco 
Polo” arriving in the bay. 

The original sound machine 
used with silent pictures in 
the Mechanics’ open-air pic- 
tures is in the building, also 
butter churn. and_ salting 
machine used by Rowden's 
Dairy (Verdon Street). 

Clothes, furniture, crockery 
and many varied articles used 
by people in the Williams- 
town district are in the 
Museum, It is open on Sun- 
days from 2 to 5 p.m.
